The ex-president used to en- 
joy telling tbe story, and often re- 
marked that the "money was planed 
where it would do the most good'' to 
him.

Garfield heard the news,and smothering 
her emotion, rose and said : 


"Gentlemen, you shall not give him 


up I He is not going la die.
